To support the argument, an investigating official pointed 
out the issue of thousands of Aadhaar cards being 
returned to the government as addressees were staying at

"We are yet to ascertain how many cards registered using 
Mohammed Ali's login have been dispatched. There is a 
possibility of some getting into wrong hands, but the rate 
of rapid registration also indicates pressure to achieve 
enrollment target," a source said. 

So far, 5.35 crore Aadhaar card enrollments, including 47 
lakh in the capital, have been done in the state during the 
first phase. The Adhaar card phase II was supposed to be 
launched in April, but the process has not yet started. 

Police are yet to get details of people who have done the 
fake registrations using Mohammed Ali's login details and 
they are in contact with IL&FS senior staff and UIDAI to

Even, according to the latest media 
reports, controversies between the Ministry of Home 
Affairs and the UIDAI over issues such as the manner 
and processes followed by the UIDAI, duplication of 
efforts between NPR and aadhaar, and security of 
data still remain unresolved.

DATA SHARING POLICY 

UIDAI embarked on a multi-Registrar model lor 
enrolling the residents with the intent to have the 
reach and ability to enrol the residents at a 

reasonable pace. 

Registrars are entities who, in the normal course o. 
their activities, deal with residents in the delivery ol 
benefits and services to them. The Registrars carried 
out enrolments under the aadhaar project through 
Enrolment Agencies appointed by them. These 
Registrars already have data bases and collect data 

from their customers/beneficiaries for discharging 
the responsibilities cast up on them under various 
policies, statutes or rules. The Registrars partnered 
with the UIDAI to avail the opportunity of cleansing 
their data bases through fresh enrolments oi 
residents in accordance with the UIDAI processes. 

In some States where the non-State Registrars were 
active, state Registrars are facing problems ir. 
leveraging aadhaar for delivery of benefits (which is 


1 


the basic intent of aadhaar project) since data ol 
residents of the State enrolled by the non-State 
Registrars was not available to the State Registrars. 
Many State Registrars have had reservations about 
the involvement of Non State Registrars in the 

t 

enrolment exercise in absence of any clarity as to 
how they would be able to access the data of 
residents enrolled by Non State Registrars. The 
Enrolment Refresh Committee had also mentioned 
about the need of sharing of data with such 

Registrars. 

In such a scenario, a policy on data sharing policy 
assumes an important dimension; wherein on one 
side, there are concerns regarding privacy, data 
protection, data security, etc, and on the other hand, 
there is demand from various State Registrars for the 
data to enable them leverage the UID for improving 
the services. 

With the above in consideration, it has been decided 
that UIDAI would share the Resident data, subject to 
the following conditions: 


UIDAI would share the data only in such cases 
where the resident has given the consent for 
sharing data. 

The data will be UID generated processed data. 
The data will be shared on receipt of a formal 

i • 

request from the State concerned. The request 
will explicitly include the purpose for which the

data is required and specific data requirements. 

States may request data pertaining to their own 
state only. The data shared will be based on 
state specified in the resident address. 

The selective data in specific format, as defined 
by UIDAI, will be shared as per the validity of 
the request in a secured manner using 
appropriate offline and/or online mechanisms. 

The data would be shared with State Registrars 
only for the purpose of improvement of delivery 
of welfare and public services, it also being the 
intent behind the aadhaar project and the 


purpose for which the consent has been given by 
the resident at the time of enrolment.

7. Demographic data may be shared with Financial 
Institutions (Banks, etc) for opening of Bank 
accounts and/or linking the accounts with 
aadhaar, as consented by the resident at the 
time of enrolment or subsequently. 

8. Data may also be shared as warranted under 
any Act/ Statute/ Regulation of Govt, of India 
and/or any Cabinet Decision in this regard. 

9. State Registrars may use the shared data with 
their various departments for the purpose of 
improving delivery of their welfare and public 
services but the Nodal Department shall be 
responsible for ensuring Security compliance. 

10. The Registrar packet will not be generated, h 
Registrar does not ask for it. 

11. UIDAI ma}' also consider enabling electronic KYC 
mechanism where an authorized entity can send 



a request to UIDAI to share demographic data 
and photo for a specific resident, in the long 
run. This mechanism will require the said entity 

to send resident data sharing consent along with 

. 

resident authentication factor (biometric/OTP). 
UIDAI will share data after successful resident 
authentication. UIDAI will define set of 
authorized entities who will be allowed to avail 
this service, at the appropriate time. 

12. Updates should be allowed to flow to agencies 
with whom UIDAI shared the data initially as per 
resident consent from time to time.

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3. The Respondents are implementing a scheme to provide an 
identification number to residents in India, without regard to 
whether or not such individuals are Indian citizens. Individuals are 
being required by the Respondents to part with private biometric 
information without informing the individual about the 
consequences of parting with the biometric information, ahd 
without the informed consent of the individual. 

* 

4. It appears that the Respondents are working in coordination with 
schools to enroll children as well as other persons connected with 
the schools. It is respectfully submitted that in addition to the 
points made above, this action is patently illegal inasmuch as 
children in schools do not have a legal capacity to consent and 
these children are being yoked to the Aadhaar apparatus for all 
time. It is respectfully submitted that no children ought to be 
compulsorily enrolled. 

5. The biometric information being collected comprises: (i) a facial 

I 

photograph of the individual; (ii) all ten finger prints, and (iii) a 
scan of both the iris. The State seeks to create a vast databank 
containing personal information that can be exploited by the State 
or private entities against the interest of the citizen/residents and 
without the knowledge of the citizen/residents. It is plainly ultra 
vires inasmuch as it is being undertaken: 


a. 


Without any legislative sanction to conduct the exercise; 



b. Without any amendment to existing laws relating to 
citizenship; 

c. Without any amendment to the Constitution of India relating 
to citizenship; 

d. Without any statutory guidance or limitation on who can 
collect the biometric information or how it is to be collected; 

e. Without any statutory provision regarding how the biometric 
information is to be stored and secured throughout the chain 
beginning with collection of information until the stage of 
storage; 

f. Without any statutory limitation on when the information can 
be used or by whom it can be used. 

The collection of personal biometric information directly .impacts 
the autonomy of an individual and his person. Any exercise on a 
national scale to secure every individual's biometrics without any 
legislative safeguards on use, storage, etc. amounts to a direct and 
nationwide assault on individual freedom. 

The project is aimed at persuading public sector as well as private 
sector service providers to require residents to produce a UID 
number as a pre-requisite for granting services. It is being 
represented that unless a person has a UID number, it will become 
extremely inconvenient for him to access essential services. 
Illustrative of the coercion employed by different organs of the 
State are the following notifications/circulars/decisions taken by 


authorities that now insist upon the AADHAAR number or refuse

services:

a) The Government of NCT of Delhi, Revenue Department has 
issued an order on 20-12-2012 making AADHAAR number 
compulsory for registration of marriages as well as for 
registration of documents in the Sub Registrar Offices.

The deponent herein seeks to explain th,s aspect of the matter in greater 
detail in the following paragraphs 
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That if is humbiy submitted that management of the fisoai deficit is a key 
component of the Public Finance policy of the Government o, India. Open 
ended commitments on a host of uncapped subsidies are recognized to be 
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particularly problematic for fiscal credibility. The unequal distribution of 

subsidies amongst the poo, and the rich also necessitate corrective policy 

measures to be put in place. Therefore, the roadmap of the Government for 

fiscal consolidation aims to contain and distribute subsidies through better 
targeting. 


7. That in the last few years, public expenditure on welfare programmes 

targeting individual beneficiaries has increased dramatically in the country. 

In the Eleventh Plan Period, nearly Rs.7 lakh crore has been spent on the 

15 major flagship programmes of the Government. During the financial year 

2012-13 alone, the expenditure on LPG subsidy was over Rs.39,000 crore,

There are no fool-proof standard 
methods of authentication to ensure the benefits e.g. food rations, wages or 
subsidized LPG cylinder are actually availed by the intended beneficiaries 
as most of the last mile delivery systems are paper-based and can possible 
by manipulated. This has not only resulted in wastage of public money but 
also dissatisfactions when benefits doe not reach the intended 
beneficiaries” due to middlemen and rent seeking. 

9. That it is humbly submitted that the use of Aadhaar in implementation of 
government schemes is designed to ensure that benefits and subsidies are 
directly given only to eligible beneficiaries using its unique de-duplication 
and authentication capabilities. This is expected to bring transparency to 
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grant of benefits to individual beneficiaries 


of Central Schemes, terminate 


Pilferage and stop subsidy payments to those who don’t require it. A 
gradual introduction of Aadhaar beginning with schemes where flow of funds 
is relatively simple like scholarships, benefits to women and children and 
labour in districts with high enrolment of Aadhaar is planned.
